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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Figures 1A, IB and 1C should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 5, 6, 8, 12, 16-19, 21, 23-26, 30, 35, 36, 39 and 40 are allowed. 

With respect to independent claims 1 and 12, the prior art does not disclose, in the 
claimed environment, an excrement treatment apparatus comprising a plurality of helical blade 
stirrers with each stirrer comprising pluvimixing rings carrying blocks for loosing degraded 
organic material. The Kitsui references represent the closest prior art. Each reference discloses 
the use of a treatment apparatus comprising helical blade stirrers divided into two parts with 
helical directions in a reverse orientation. However, Kitsui does not describe the use of 
pluvimixing rings comprising a plurality of blocks located on the outer sides of each helical 
blade stirrer. The stirring blades 12 disclosed by Kitsui are attached to a rotation shaft, but are 
not located on the outer sides of each helical blade stirrer and are not in the shape of rings.
